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Downsizing Leads to Payroll and Department Cuts 


Even Student Activities has cut 
back. Chris Wall, former Assistant 
Director of Student Activities, has 
left for another college, and the 
void has still not been filled. Mary 
Connolly is the only one left. 

The cutbacks link to 
decreased student enrollment. “We 
will increase the faculty as enroll¬ 
ment increases," said Dean King. 

Studies will be going on all 
this year to determine where the 
cuts should be made, according to 
Professor Roberts of the English 
Department. “Certain departments 
may be combined here and there," 
he said. 

The Philosophy Department 
will suffer these cutbacks. “We sill 
still teach philosophy but it’s not 
cost- effective to have a philosophy 
major,” said Dean King. “All the 
cuts are done on the basis of cost - 
effectiveness." 

In addition, the Legal Studies 
Department may merge with the 
Criminal Justice Department. 

“Some departments may be 
asked to collaborate with similar 
departments at other U Mass cam¬ 
puses," said Roberts. “This may 
involve distance, or televised learn¬ 
ing."

As part of a major downsiz¬ 
ing effort by the University, many 
departments and staff positions will 
be cut back. “We needed to look at 
the budget," said Dean King. “We 
obviously can't cut back on heat, 
light and power. We can reduce 
payroll, however." 


Approximately 43 million 
dollars of the University’s total 
budget is spent on full and part 
time payroll positions. “The reduc¬ 
tion will be targeted at the payroll 
program," he said. 

Pan of the solution to helping 
reduce payroll is an early retire¬ 
ment program. The University 
pays the worker’s week’s salary for 
every year they have worked. 
They also compensate them for all 
unpaid vacation and 30 percent of 
unused sick leave. 

“So far, 46 non-faculty mem¬ 
bers have taken advantage of the 
program," said Dean King. 
Reducing the number of people on 
staff also reduces money spent on 
benefits as well as salary. “The 
benefits are costing us 33.3 per¬ 
cent," said Dean King. 

Dean King himself plans to 
retire in December and the 
Registrar, Louis Demetravlakos 
has already retired. “It will be a 
different climate around here," 
said King. 

These positions, along with 
other retiree positions, will not be 
back -filled. “Others already work¬ 
ing in those departments will take 
on more responsibilities," said 
Dean King. Vacant positions will 
be absorbed by others employees.

Brown U. Protests 
Against 
Environmental 
Policies 

Providence, R.I. (CPS)- Newt 
Gingrich showed up in Rgode 
Island recently and bought 
all of America’s natural 
resources for a dollar. 

Actually, it was not the 
Speaker of the House him¬ 
self, but Brown University 
student Patrick Dillard, who 
wore a gray suit and some 
gray powder on his hair. 
Kellard and other Brown stu¬ 
dents were on hand at 
Rohode Island’s Old State 
House Sept. 21 to participate 
in part of a nationwide 
protest of congressional plans 
to strip away environmental 
regulations. 

David Wise, a member of 
the Sierra Student Coaliition 
and a senior at Brown, was 
auctioning off the nation;s 
clean air and water to protest 
the Gingrich’s stance on envi¬ 
ronmental issues. 

“Last Novembe’s elections 
were not a mandate to tear 
down our environmental 
landscape and give away our 
public land,” said Wise. 

And he had the names to 
back up his statement. More 
than 1 million.signatures - 
75,000 from Rhode Island 
campuses - were collected 
nationwide in response to a 
simple premise: Every 
American has the right to a 
safe and healthy environ¬ 
ment. 

“We think that people are 
more concerned with what 
may happen to the environ¬ 
ment than our politicians 
believe,” Wise said. “These 
are important issues to all 
Americans, especially stu¬ 
dents.” 

In addition to the signa¬ 
tures, the group plans to pre¬ 
sent its Environmental Bill of 
Rights, a list of environmen¬ 
tal guidelines, to Congress 
later this year. 

Wise says student envi¬ 
ronment groups nationwide 
have scheduled protests 
throughout the upcoming 
school year.

said Dean King. “Dinner on Friday 
nights was absolutely unbeliev¬ 
able!”

“I’m doing it 
for my mental health,” he said.

Students Reaction to O.J. 
Simpson Verdict

The “Trial of the Century” is 
over and O.J. Simpson has been 
found not guilty. The media is still 
announcing all the related news, 
and they will most likely persist for 
months to come. The reactions of 
students to the verdict vary, 
although they seem to agree on one 
thing; everyone is tired of hearing 
about the trial. 

For Mark Theriault the trial 
was “ A Classic example of a rich 
man getting away with murder.” 
For Theriault, the trial was a fight 
between a well-funded defense 
versus a limited prosecution. In his 
opinion, the shame of the trial is 
that all the work by the prosecution 
seemed to fall on a jury not paying 
attention to the facts. Money lead 
to an acquittal, and justice is for the 
rich. 


Keri Kowalchuk saw the trial 
as sad, “The time and effort put in 
by the prosecution to convict a high 
profile individual was upsetting. 
No one off the street would receive 
this much attention, or be able to 
afford the defense which Simpson 
had.” For Kowalchuk, this trial 
was a travesty of justice and a lot of 
fanfare. 

A group of students talking 
about the trial were disturbed by 
the focus changing from murder to 
prejudice. They also felt that there 
was too much time wasted on this 
trial: time that no ordinary people 
would be allowed. One woman 
said, “The jury thought he was 
guilty, but wouldn't convict 
because of Furman.” In general, 
the students I talked with felt that 
this was not a trial at all but, “Just 
a circus performance.”

Wow! Get ready! Tm real¬ 

ly going to shock the anti-gun 
crowd this time. I have decided 
to present the case against gun 
control. Besides national, state, 
and local gun-control laws, a 
May 24, 1994 Associated Press 
article reports: “So quietly that 
even the gun lobby hasn't 
noticed, the United Nations is 
beginning to set its sights on 
global gun control.” First, let 
me state that I believe that the 
Second Amendment to the 
Constitution guarantees every 
law-abiding citizen the right to 
keep and bear arms. Thomas 
Jefferson once wrote: “No free 
man shall ever be debarred the 
use of arms.” There are present¬ 
ly over 200 million firearms in 
the United States. This figure 
includes over 65-70 million 
handguns. Over 50% of 
American households contain 
guns. Why the huge fuss about 
gun control? This is because of 
the excessive media reporting on 
gun violence. Here are the facts: 
an estimated 38,000 people 
annually are killed by guns how¬ 
ever, more than 400,000 lives 
are saved annually. In addition, 
guns are used by citizens for 
self-defense in 2.4 million cases 
yearly. Well, why not impose 


and enforce waiting periods and 
stricter gun control laws in order 
to make it harder for criminals to 
obtain guns? The answer: 84% 
of criminals do not obtain their 
firearms through licensed deal¬ 
ers. The following is from a 
December 30, 1993 Associated 
Press report: “Private gun own¬ 
ers can and do sell their weapons 
legally to anyone. No questions 
asked, no background check, no 
registration and no cooling-off 
period.” This is completely 
legal even with the Brady Bill. 
Jack Killorin, an ATF 
spokesman admits, “Easily mil¬ 
lions of gun sales can be trans¬ 
acted at gun shows.” The bot¬ 
tom line: Criminals will obtain 
guns regardless of the type of 
legislation and the restrictions 
passed. These laws only serve 
to punish law-abiding citizens. 
99.98% of U.S. guns are not 
involved in criminal use. Now, 
let’s turn our attention to the real 
problem. FACT: 70% of all 
violent crimes are committed by 
only 6% of all violent criminals. 
More than half are released to 
the streets awaiting trial. Of 
those, 20% escape and 16% 
commit another crime while 
released. Finally, for every 100 
serious crimes committed, only 


5 criminals go to jail. FACT: 
Each year, over 60,000 criminals 
convicted of violent crime 
(aggravated assault, robbery, 
rape, murder, etc.) never go to 
prison. Obviously, we need to 
get tough on crime. More 
Americans, regardless of their 
political philosophy, are begin¬ 
ning to understand more than 
ever that guns are not the real 
cause of crime. They see the use 
of firearms as a protective 
defense against violent crime. 
This is why membership in the 
National Rifle Association 
(NRA) has increased from 2.5 
million in 1991 to over 3.3. mil¬ 
lion in 1993. Presently, NRA 
membership is increasing by 
1,500 per day. Presidents 
Eisenhower, Kennedy, Nixon, 
Reagan, and Bush were, or are, 
all members of the NRA. They 
realized that what was really 
needed was “crime control not 
gun control.”

• Make notes and keep a record of all companies to whom you’ve 
submitted your resume.

FYI: Pre-Screen 

Employers who arc searching for appropriate candidates to fill open 
positions in their company sometimes recruit on college campuses. To make 
the best use of their time, the recruiters prefer to review resumes about two 
weeks before their scheduled on-campus date. They select, based on the resume 
and credentials presented, the individuals who seem to fit an organization need. 

Employers arc again, doing students a BIG favor by making it relatively 
easy for the student to carry out a part of their job search process. Of course, 
you can always craft a cover letter and approach the employer independent of the 
on-campus recruiting - but most busy students agree, this is a less efficient 
method. On-campus recruiting is an expensive process for the employer. If they 
aren t sent a sufficient quantity of high-quality resumes to review, they may 
choose to cancel their recruiting with that school. Please note the accompanying 
article on the new system for submitting your resume for consideration by on- 
and off-campus recruiters 


F\I: Information Sessions 

Employers who schedule an information session are doing students a 
BIG favor. They’re extending an open invitation to all students to easily learn 
more about their organization, the types of positions for which they typically 
hire, the company "culture,” and the attributes they seek in potential employees. 

Often, the company extends a special invitation to students whose 
resume has been selected for an on-campus interview. Students who choose to 
ignore this “favor” are missing a wonderful opportunity to get a head start on 
their job search, use their time efficiendy to really learn about the company and 
make a positive first impression on an employer. Students who would like to be 
considered for employment, and whose resume was not chosen, have a perfect 
opportunity to explain to a company representative IN PERSON why they find 
dial company appealing and what skills, qualifies, etc. they would bring with 
them upon joining the company.

NUTRITION 101 

Does your breakfast (if you wake up in time to eat) consist of caf- 
feinated soda and (if you are having a "healthy breakfast" day) a 
candy bar-for a two-course breakfast? College can be a stress- 
filled time for students, and one of the areas first affected by this 
stress can be eating habits. While occasional sodas, candy bars or 
pizza are fine, too many nutrient-empty foods can quickly take their 
toll on your body. Also remember that late-night eating and snack¬ 
ing contribute to skipped breakfasts-therefore perpetuating the 
unhealthy, quick-fix food cycle. 

Keeping the food pyramid in mind when making your food choices 
can help you study and have energy for all of your activities 
throughout the day. Most of your diet should come from complex 
carbohydrates (whole grains, fruits and vegetables). Dairy prod¬ 
ucts and protein should also be a part of your daily diet. 

Another nutrition problem for students can be eating the same 
foods all the time without much variation in their diet. Since there 
is not one "perfect" food, if you eat a limited variety you are cheat¬ 
ing yourself of some nutrients. Multivitamin supplements can help 
to address some of the deficiencies in a college student's diet, but 
remember a vitamin pill is no substitute for healthy choices. 

While it takes a little forethought, eating a balanced diet as a col¬ 
lege student can be accomplished. There are no "forbidden foods"- 
-just sensible portions. Before you pick up another Diet Coke and 
call it breakfast, or if you have nutrition questions, talk with the 
health educator on campus at the University Health Service on 
Mondays and Wednesdays. Call x4991 for an appointment to 
speak with Tracy Moore, MPH, CHES.

Sports Speak... 


What in the name of God is going on in 

college football these days? Heisman Trophy candi¬ 
dates are being cut. players are not being allowed to 
have fun any more, and moronic rap artists are 
threatening to expose programs if players they like 
don't start. Something has got to be done about this 
before college football loses the unbelievable fan 
support it has right now. 

One of the most disturbing trends in college 
sports, and society as a whole, is domestic violence, 
and violence in general.

he subsequently was. The first three problems are in 

the past, so there’s no use discussing them now, but 
the Campbell fiasco is another story. If Collins is 
starting on the merit of his talent, which I have a 
trouble believing, then fine; but if first-year coach 
Butch Davis is being pressured to start Collins by 
this idiot Campbell, then Davis is a very weak man. 
He should come to the realization that the 
Hurricanes are not going to contend for the National 
Championship this year and start sophomore Ryan 
Clement. This kid was the most highly recruited 
quarterback coming out of high school 2 years ago, 
and with a year of experience under his belt could be 
a major force for his last years in a Hurricane uni¬ 
form. 

With all this destructive behavior and break¬ 
ing of rules running rampant in the NCAA, you'd 
think they governing body of the NCAA would try 
to get to the bottom of these allegations and clean up 
the game. Wrong! The biggest news out of NCAA 
rules land was that they decided to take the fun out 
of the game. No taking off your helmet to celebrate 
(although it is annoying), no trying to get the crowd 
by the players (leave it to the cheerleaders, I guess), 
no drawing attention to yourself after a play, and 
basically no individuality or fun whatsoever.
